Primary Election Bill in 
the Senate, Freight Rate 


or Railway Com mis. 
. sion in Assembly. 


HASTE IN SENATE 


The Merton Bill 
Not Fa- 


vored—Will Recommend 


Assembly Bill with 


Amendment. 


Madison. 
Wis.. March 22.—This 


week promises to be a "Hummer" In 
the 
legislature, with the primary 


election occupying the center of the 
state lu the senate, and ttie railway 
commission or freight rate hill caus- 
ing a lively disturbance in the as- 
sembly. 
The railway taxation bin 


has subsided into the background In 
the field of interest temporarily, dur- 
ing the war on the freight rate bill, 
but it will probably also come to tho 
surface again In the upper house this 
•week. 


Will Rush BUI 
The senate will pass primary bill, 


and may not wait until Thursday, 
March 26, the date to which the mat- 
ter was postponed, before taking it 
up. 
It will not be the Morton bill 


recommended by the majority of the 
senate committee on privileges and 
elections. 
It will be the same bill 


passed by the assembly, but It will 
have a clause attached to it provid- 
ing that tne part of the bill which 
places state oillcers and candidates 
Tor the legislature under the primary 
system shall be submitted to vote of 
the people before taking effect, tho 
balance of the measure, applying the 
primary system to county, city, vil- 
lage and town officers, and congress- 
men, to take effect at once. 
Tins Is 


the compromise the stalwart senators 
will offer, and they 
have 
enough 


votes In the upper house to carry It 
out. 
Whether the assembly will ac- 
cept it is another question. Adminis- 
tration leaders 
there are positive 


Jn tho statement that It will not. It 
would mean that the next state of- 
ficers and legislature would bo nomi- 
nated by the caucus and convention 
plan,-as the referendum vote on the 
bill would be had at the next gener- 
al election. 
If the 
assembly re- 


fuses to concur, as It is entirely pro- 
bable that it .will..the bill will go 
back to the senate. 
And when it 


comes to the final proposition of con- 
curring in the assembly bill, or pass- 
Ing the Merton bill, which 
differs 


from It only In the manner of making 
up tho state platform, there are, the 
administration men say, enough sen- 
ators who will vote for amending 
the bill, but who cannot under their 
home Instructions and pre-conventlon 
pledges vote against It, to make up 
a majority and pass the bill. 


Railway People Work Hard 


The promised sensational disclos- 
ures by the railway people concern- 
Ing the meeting of friends of the bill 
establishing a railway 
commission, 


held In Milwaukee, threatens to Hat- 
ten out. since the statement by Mr. 
Johnson, who called' the 
meeting, 


that there was nothing mysterious 
about It, but that It was held for tne 
purpose of discussing the best meth- 
ods of counteracting the work the 
railway companies are doing In op- 
position to the bill, and 
to 
raise 


enough money with which to send 
out circulars to the shippers answer- 
ing the railway 
arguments. 
The 


railroad men have been doing some 
effective work among the shippers, 
and they had the 
administration 
leaders badly scared early last weerf, 
when telegrams and letters 
began 


pouring in on the legislators 
from 
business men at their homes, urging 
them to oppose the bill. Assembly- 
man Cowling alone receiving 56 such 
telegrams, mostly from Oshkosh. It 
is.claimed, however, by friends of the 
bill, that a reaction is setting In, and 
that the bill will pass the asesmbly,' 
though they admit the vote will be 
exceedingly 
close. 
The argument 


tho railway people-are using among 
the shippers Is that If the bill should 
become a law they will have to dis- 
card the commodity rate, by which 
manufacturers In interior towns are 
given a special rato which enables 
them to compete with others In the 
same line more favorably 
located; 


and they reach the merchants and 
other business men who are not fav- 
ored with the commodity rate wltn 
the argument that the loss of tne 
commodity rate would force the mills 
and 
manufactories to close down, 


throwing ut of cmplymcnt thousands 
of men on whom they depend for bus- 
iness. 
Tne friends of the bill clas- 


sify these arguments as "bluff." 


It is further claimed that It Is 
these commodity rates which 
the 


railway adv.ocates are using when 
they 
dispute, as Attorney Hanson 


did before the committee last week, 
the figures given by Gov. La Fol- 
Ictte In his messago to show 
that 


Wisconsin shippers are paying from 
15 to TO per cent., and an average 
of 40 per cent, more for 
hauling 


goods the same distance than do ship- 
pers in Iowa and Illinois. 
The gov- 
ernor's figures were obtained 
from 
the companies' tariff sheets, and are 
the distance tariffs, and not the com- 
modity rates. 


Will Be Left to Senate 


If the raKway 
commission goes 


through the 'assembly, all three of 
the big bills M the session will be 
up to the senate, and tho responsi- 
bility for the defeat of any or all of 
them will bo placed there. 
No one 


expects that the railway commission

NIAGARA RIVER IS 


JAMMED WITH ICE 


Almost Stops the Flow of Water on 


• the American Side—Unusual 


Spectacle to Thousands. 


N'lagara Falls. New York., March 


22.—Owing to tho Immense fields of 
Ice gathered on 
Goat island the 
Niagara have been practically 
dry 


today, and for tho first time In fifty- 
five years residents and visitors have 
witnessed this wonderful spectacle. 
Within a few days the wind drove 
tho Lake Eric Ico field Into Buffalo 
harbor and the entrance to tho Nia- 
gara, and great floes came down tho 
stream to the falls. 
The river Is 


so wide nt the upper rapids that It 
hns many shallow places, and -hero 
the Ice lodged, causing a jam tnat 
shut off the water from the Amer- 
ican channel. 


Throughout the day thousands of 


persons hunted for relics and sou- 
venirs nbout reefs that human feet 
never before touched. 
Tho Ameri- 


can falls could be crossed at 
tho 


brink by men with high boots, nnd 
great, rooks never before seen were 
visible. 


The Horseshoe Falls was not affect- 


ed so much ns the American, tho r.v- 
er bed near the Three Sister Islands 
was dry, nnd the center fall between 
Goat and Luna Islands was a skele- 
ton of Itself. 
The condition Is like- 


ly to exist several days. 


A. similar spectacle was witnessed 


on March 20, 1848 at which time tue 
Horseshoe and American Falls were 
both practically out of business ior 
tho entire day. This also was caused 
by Ice which accumulated at tho en- 
trance to the river nt Black Rock.

Fre- 
quently the butter which IIJIM scored the 
highest bns soon eniniueiio-d to rapid- 
ly deteriorate In quality. The fuel Is 
that our best informed butter makers 
have outgrown our old methods of Hear- 
ing, which was to score but once and 
that n few days after the butter wns 
made. The expert butter makers have 
»o mastered the art of ripening their 
cream that they nre able to make but- 
ter of an extremely high flavor, so high. 
in fact. that, like ji highly tlavored 
fruit, it lias but little keeping qualities; 
however. It answers the purpose of 
winning a high si-ore. To forestall this 
and to determine ncttinl merit the but- 
ter Is now set aside to be scored two 
weeks Inter, then from tl'ese two scores 
•n average Is struck to determine the 
proper score to be attached to each 
package. We nre Inclined to believe 
that this last Judging Is of more Im- 
portance than the llrst. as two weeks 
after the butter Is made more nearly 
represents the time that the butter 
usually reaches the 
consumer.—St.

While 
on pasture the milk Is neither richer 
nor poorer than while on do* feed In 
winter; fourth, the milk from a herd 
varies little In composition from day to 
day.

the liens having access to plenty of wa- 
ter and grit. When oats are fed extra, 
care should be taken to provide the 
fowls with an abundance of gilt and 
pure water. The water softens tne hull 
of the oats, while the grit gi"nils It. 
Oats are a l:oi:o and muscle- making food 
and an egg producer.—Cor. National 
Stockman.
